national Confideration ; for between 
hefe two Sorts of Confiderations we 
bught carefully to diftinguith, as often 
as we hear any new Regulation pro- 
pofed with Refpect to our Trade or 


to fell their Manufaéture or Pro- 
duce at a dearer Rate, it muft necef- 
farily enable Foreigners to rival us at 
all foreign Markets, and perhaps at 
laft even in our own Markets ; for ff 
Foreigners fhould fell Manufactures or 


‘ommerce. Such as proceed- from ¢ Produce of any Kind ata much cheap- 


any particular or provincial Confide- 
rations are in their Confequences’of- 
ten found to be prejudicial to the 
Trade of the Nation in general, but 
this can hardly be when tite national 
Intereft is the fole Foundation for what 
is propofed. By this Rule let us ex- 
amine the Inftances mention’d by the 
Hon. Gent. who fpoke laft, and we 
fhall find,that both of them proceeded 
from provincial Confiderations; for 
fuch I muft call all fath as relate on- 
ly to the particular Intereft of any 
one Part of the Briti Dominions; 
efpecially when it is propofed to pro- 
mote the particular Intereft of one 
Part or Province by doing an A& of 
Injuitice to another. I y, Sir, an 
Att of Injuftice; for fuch I muft 
call all Prohibitions upon the Com- 
modities, Manufaétures, or Trade 
of any one Part of the British Do- 
minions, unlefs that Prohibition be 
apparently neceffary for the Good of 
the Whole, 

_ With regard td Trade, Sir, there 
1S a very great Difference between 
Encouragements and Prohibitions : 
We may by Premiums and other Fa- 
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er Rate than our People do thofe of the 
fame Kind, it will hardly be poffible 
for us, by the moft fevere Laws, to 
prevent their being clandeftinely run 
into our Dominions and confaned

dy Accefs to fuch Infurances as may 
be depended on, not only promotes 
Commerce by enabling Men of {mall 
Capitals to engage in it, but increafes 
private Credit, and thereby enables 
every Man concerned to extend his 
Commerce much farther than he 
could do without fuch an Affiftance. 
As this is fo evident, how prepoite- 
rous is it in us to allow the Commerce

Suppofing 
it were poffible, nay, fuppofing 
it probable, that the French might 
be able to find Infurances at Home, 
or in fome other Part of Europe, 
upon our putting a Stop to their 
infuring here, yet it is certain, that 
thefe Frencb or foreign Infurers could 
not for fome Years gain fuch Credit 
and Confidence among the Merchants 
and Traders of France, as the En- 


gif 








gh Infurers now have, the Confe- 
quence of which would certainly be, 
that many of thofe now engaged in 
the foreign Commerce of . France, 
would either retire from all Bufinefs, 
in order to live upon the little For- 
tunes they had acquire 
themfelves to other Employments, 
becaufe they could not truft to thefe 
new Infurers; and even thofe who 
continued in Trade, would not have 
fuch Credit as they have at prefent ; 
for the Credit of a Merchant whofe 
chief Stock is at Sea, depends more 
upon the Credit of his Infurer than 
upon his own. 

Thus even fuppofing that the 
Frénch fhould find Infurances, either 
at Home or in fome other Country, 
yet by our 7 their being 
able to infure here in England, both 
their Commerce and Credit would 
for three or four Years at leaft be 
greatly diftrefled and greatly dimi- 
nifhed ; and this would raife fuch a 
Clamour among the People, and fo 
clog the Wheels of their Govern- 
ment, that their Court, notwith- 
ftanding their Succefs at Land, might 
find themfelves obliged to hearken 
to reafonable Terms of Peace. But 
on the other Hand, fuppofing that 
they fhould not be able to find any 
re{ponfible Infurances either at Home, 
or in any other Country, in this Cafe 
the French Merchants muft either 
refolve to give up all Commerce by 
Sea, or every one of them mutt re- 
folve to carry it on at his own Rifk. 
If the former Refolution fhould be 
taken, the greateft Part of the prefent 
Commerce of France would center 
in England, and their Colonies in 
America would in a Year or two be 
fo much diftrefled for Want of Provi- 
fions, that they would be glad to fur- 
render themfelves to us: If the lat- 
ter fhould be the Refolution general - 
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ruptcies would foon put an End to 
their perfifting, or being able to per- 
fift in fuch a Refolution. 

To evade this Argument, I know, 
it is faid, Sir, that the French might 
refolve to carry on their Commerce, 


d, or betake A and fupply their Colonies, by Means 


of neutral Ships, which, notwith- 
ftanding this Bill, might be all in- 
fured in Eng/and; but as foon as this 
fhould appear to be their Refolution, 
we might eafily put an End to it, by

The Apothecaries of Landon were fepa- 
rated from'the Grocers by King ames I. 
and had fufficient Powers given them to put 
a Stop to a then prevailing Evil, which was 
the Caufe of this Separation, wiz. the mak- 
ing and felling bad Medicines, by ignorant 
and defigning Perfons ; but as this was on- 
ly by Charter, and their Power at prefent, 
even over their Members, being in this Re- 
fpeét queftionable, the fame Evil has broke E 
Out again in a very great Degree, as you 
know, Sir, was proved lately before a 
Committee of your Houfe : Tho’ I have al- 
ways been fenfible that we that praétife 
Phyfick in the Country, have Reafon to 
complain of the Compofitions we have from 
Town ; yet before it was proved in fuch

But I find upon 
Enquiry, there has, within thefe few Years 
paft, fprung up a Set of Men who call 
themélelves Chymifts, or Druggifts, or Apo- 
thecaries, or any Thing elfe that fuits their 
prefent Purpofe, who taking the Advan- 
tage of the little Knowledge Mankind have 
of Medicinal Compofitions in general, and 
being under no furifdition, have made 
it their Bufinefs to under-fell thofe that 
prepared them faithfully, and for the Rea- 
fon abovementioned finding themfelves ‘uc 
cefsful, their Number has increafed, fo that 
at prefent they are obliged to under-fell 
one another ; and this they have carried to 
fuch a Pitch, that you may buy feveral 
Compofitions for little more than Half what 
the genuine Drugs, they ought to be com- 
pounded of, will coft you. 

I have talked with feveral Apothecaries, 
who are chiefly concerned in this Applicati- 
on, and they fay, there are two Caufes 
from whence the Abufe of Pharmacy 
fprings, the Want of Knowledge, and the 
Want of Integrity in the Compounders ; 
to prevent the firft, they propofe that every 
one who makes Medicines fhould pafs an 
Examination, and to remedy the other, 
that all Shops where Medicines are made, 
fhall be liable to a Search and Cenfure as 
well as their own ; to prevent any Poffibrli- 
ty of Oppreffion or Partiality, they intend 
to leave an Appeal, both in the Examina- 
tion and Infpe&tion, to the College of Phy- 
ficians, whofe Determination fhall be de- 
cifive between them and the Perfons ap- 
peahng. 

The College of Phyficians, and Company 
of Surgeons, have Power to examine and

For 2 or 3 Nights paft a Comet has 
been feen by fome of our Workmen, and 
which I alfo faw laft Night before 12 
o’Clock, when it appeared nearly N. E. 
by N. a few Degrees above the Horizon, 
very faintly: About half an Hour patt 
One this Morning it was N. E. and bein 
now above the grofs Vapours, ail 
plainly ; its Head fmall, and looks hazy: 
The Brufh, or Tail, points diré@tly back 
from the Sun, and fometimes fcemed §$ 
or g Degrees in Length. By compering 
its Situation among the Stars, with a fmall 
Celeftial Globe that I have, i take it to 
be now in the void Space between a Star 
of the 4th Magnitude, in the right Thumb 
Of Andromeda, and another of the ad in 
the right Knee of Pevafus, at about 5 
Degrees below the Rump of Lecerta Ste/io, 
and the fame Diftance from the Star at 
the Extremity of the Chain on the righs 
Hand of Andromeda, 


Extra& of a Letter from Newbury in Berk- 

fhire, April ig. 
_ At half an Hour paft 12 laft Night, I 
faw a Comet, about 16 Degrees high, 
about N. N. E. At Two this Morning 
it was N. E. and by E. about 35 Degree 
high. The Nucleus feemed pale, and 
larger than a Star of the 2d Magnitude ; 
and the Tail appeared about a Yard long, 
ftretching Southward, It had a Star of 
the 2d Magnitude at a fmail Diftance 
from it. 


St. Paul’s Coffees Houfe, April 23. 

On the i2:ft inftant, about 11 at Night, 
I obferv’d the Comet N. N. E. 20 Degrees 
above the Horizon, its Head pale, about 
the Size of a Star of the 2d Magnitude, 
and its Tail extended about 5 Degrees; 
its Longitude was then 19 Degrees in 
Aries, and Latitude 53° North ; its Place 
noted on Senex’s 17 Inch Globe, was in 
the fmall Part of Cepheus’s Dagger, hav- 
ing changed its apparent Place in thé 
Heavens fince thé 17th, when Mr, San- 
gar obferved it, near 20 Degrees, 

On the 22d, at Ten, it appeared about 
half a Degree from a Star of the 6th 
Magnitude under the Fore-Finger of the 
left Hand of , and in a right Line 
with it and that marked A in thé right 
Hand of Andromeda,having changed its Place 
in 23 Hours about 4 Dogrees. “> 

This Evening at Ten, it appeafed in a 
right Line with the two Stars marked @ 
and @, in Caffiepea, and about 4 Degrees 
from the latter, having altered its = 
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188 
in 24 Hours about 3 Degrees and a half ; 
the Nucleus now appearing very fmall, 
and the Tail fearce vifible: Its prefent 
Longitude is 28° in Aries, and Latitude 
ci4 3 it paffes the Meridian below the 
Pole, 40 Minutes paft 8 at Night, 20 
Degrees above the Horizon ; at One it 
will appear N. E. by N. its Altitude 32 
Degrees; and at 3 Quarters paft 8 it 
will crofs the Meridian 5 Degrees North 
of our Zenith. 

From the above Obfervations it appears 
to be in its Afcent from the Sun; its 
Path is direéted from a Point in the E- 
cliptick, about 5 Degrees in Pifces ; but 
the Increafe of its Longitude from the 
Earth’s annual Motion being dedutted, 
will carry the Direétion of its Trajectory, 
nigher the firft Point of Aries, where it 
probably crofs’d in its Afcent from its 
Perihelion ; alfo from the apparent De- 
creafe of its Velocity, it muft be mak- 
ing its Way from us very faft, fo that we 
may expect co lofe Sight of it in a very fhoit 
Time.

OOWN after the Middle of laft Month, 
a) O. S, the French Army began to affem- 
ble near Antwerp, to the Number of 60 or 
90,020 Men, and the Marfhals Sexe and 
Lowendzabl fet out from Bruj/e/s for that Ci- 
ty on the ioth, when, it was then given 
out, the general Quarters were to be efta- 
blithed, which made it believed, that their 
firf{ Attempt would be againft Bredz. At 
the fame Time, by .the Motion of their 
Troops from Lorrain, and of fome. of their 
heavy Artillery as well as the Garifon from 
Namur, it feemed as if they had a Defign 
upon Luxemburg; but all of a fudden 


Macfe at Namur, and put himfelf at the 
Head of the Troops that had affembled on 
the Right of that River, with which he 
marched towards Macfricht, and in his 
Way took Poffeffion of Limburg and moft 
ef the Places in that Dutchy, whilft Mar- 
fhal Saxe marched with the utmoft Dif- 
patch towards TJorgres, where he arrived 
before the End of the Month. By this 
fudden and unexpeéted March down both 
Sides of the Maefe, they got Poffeffien of 
mott of the Magazines that had been col- 
lected by the Aufrians, who were forced 
to retire precipitately upon their Approach ; 
and by the rft Inft. they had invefted the 
important City of Maeffricht, and began 
their Lines of Circumvallation ; but jult be- 
fore the Garifon had luckily received a large 
Convoy of Provifions and Ammunition. 
In the Night, between the rsth an¢ 16th 
Init. NV. S. they opened their Trenches, and 
began four Attacks againft the Place, one 
before the Baftion @’Efrades, towards the 
Gate of Bois-le-Duc; another before the 
Baftion of Orleans, towards the Gate of 
Brufels ; a third before the Fort of Sr, 
Peter ; and the fourth uncer Marthal Lew- 
endabl on the Right of the Afae/e, agatnft 
the Suburb called Wyck. By the 28th, N. S, 
they had carried their Approaches within 
fix Torfes, or 12 Yards,of the Covered Way, 
and that very Night attack’d and carried 
it; but 900 of their Grenadiers were 
kill’d, béiides what the feveral Regiments 
loft, and the Wounded. During this, M. 
Ayiva made a Sally on the Wyck Side, 
nail’d up 14 Pieces of Cannon, and 
killed near rooo of the Befiegers; the 
Marquils de Biffy, Lieutenant-General, had 
his Leg thatrered in this A€tion, which 
was cut off foon after. And they were 
pofitively affured at Licre, by a French Offi- 
cer of Rank, arrived there on the jeth, 
from the Camp of the Beficgers, that they 
had heen entirely beat cut of the Covered 
Way again. 

in our lait we gave an Account, that 
moft of the chief Minifters, except the 
pomp, had arcived at ix-2:-Cbazelle, On 
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the r7th Inft. that Minifter arrived, 2; did 
the Genocfe Minifter the next Day, and 
great Preparations were making for a Coy. 
ference in Form ; but we are now jp. 
formed, that previous thereto a Set of Pre. 
liminary Articles have been figned by th. 
Minifters of Great-Britain, Holland, sad 
France, which, we fuppofe, will be mac. 
publick, as foon as ratified; and till tley 
we can do nothing but guels at what they 
are. 

As to the War in Ita/y, a Ceffation feems 
already to have taken Place ; for, notwith- 
ftanding the advanced Seafon in that Coun. 
try, nothing of Importance has as yet been 
undertaken of either Side, the moft ma. 
terial Account from thence bring, thar, in 
Conformity to the Convention figned at 
the Hague, Far. 15, Admiral Synz js 
caufing a Number of: fmall Veils, as 
Brigantines, Feluccas and Galliots, to be 
armed, in order to interrupt the Ships of 
the Enemy, which are continuaily paring 
and repaffing from Monaco to Gero, keep. 
ing fo nigh the Shore, that large Men of 
War cannot come near them. 

The laft Advices we have about the 
March of the Rafien Troops are, that 
they may arrive on the Frontiers of S:/:/a 
by the 15th, fome fay'the 2oth, of next 
Month ; fo that if we had Occafion for 
them, and no extraordinary Accicent re- 
tarded their March, they maight perhaps 
join our Army about the End of “Fw/y next. 

The Parliament of Paris, as fuggeited 
in our laft, have m2de Remonitrances a- 
gainft fome of the fmall Taxes lately im- 
pofed by their Sovereign, one Paragraph 
of which, we think worth communicating, 
which was as follows, viz. 

« None of us, Sire, are ignorant of the 
extraordinary Charges, which the prefent 
critical Situation of Affairs in Europe fub- 
je&ts you to, and in that Refpeét are ferfi- 
ble what the Utmoft of our Duty requires 
from us. As we are obliged to facrifice 
our Lives for the Welfare of the State, how 
can we refufe to make a voluntary Offer- 
ing of our Fortunes for its Prefervation? 
It isnot the Taxes them‘elves which alarm 
us, but we are. frighted at the Nature of 
them, their Continuance, &c.’” 

As the Dutch feemed refolved to a& 
feparately this Campaign, if the War had 
gone on, and to have their Army, which 
was affembling for that Purpofe near 3re- 
da, commanded by their Stadtholder the 
Prince of Orange, his Serene Highnefs fet 
out from the Hague on the 20th Init. 0. 5, 
to take upon him the Command ; and when 
he took Leave of the Council of State, he 
made them the Speech, which we have in- 
ferted, p. 183. !
